The Town of Abilene Pays Respects to the Bravest 
Marshal the Plains Ever Knew. 


HE WAS TOM SMITH AND HE DIED WITH BOOTS ON. 


**- 


Here’s a Story of His Life and Many Remarkable Deeds, Which Reads Like 
a Romance From a Dime Novel. | 


—_ — 


When last Memorial Day dawned in Abilene, Kan- 
sas, most of the population of that city prepared to do 
honor toa man who was never in a war and whose 
fame rests on the fact that he subdued the cowboys 
when they were rulers of that old-time cattle town. A 
aso gato boulder tvuscd in Oklahoma has been 
shipped there and in its top is fastened a bronze plate 
which reads: 

THOMAS J. SMITH, 
Marshal of Abilene, 1870. 
Died, a Martyr to Duty, November 2. 1870. 
A Fearless Hero of Frontier Days who, in Cowboy 
Chaos, Established the Supremacy of Law. 

Such is the brief record of the bravest marshal the 
plains ever knew. He was buried in an obscure corner 
of the old burying ground, but the other day his body 
was moved to the most prominent avenue ol the new 
cemetery. 

Through a glass in the steel casket in which he was 
laid to rest bis features were as distinct as the day he 
died, petrifaction seeming to have preserved them for 
thirty-four years. Ana after all this time he is to have 
a monument with a fitting dedication, 

Abilene is an old cattle trail town. In the later '60s 
it was the end of the Union Pacific track, then the 
Kansas Pacific. It was merely a stockyard at first, but 
later, as the end of the trail that led up trom the ranches 
of Texas, it became a wild and notorious town, 





Joe McCoy,a young [llinois man, was the first to 


give it its glory. Ile took a horse and rode off into the 


south and intercepted a berd of cattle bound for Cali- 
fornia, and induced the owners to bring them to 
Abilene.

the Eastern cities. 

It was in 1868-69 that the town began to feel the 
effects of the new business that bad come toit. The 
bottoms were covered with saloons and dance halls; 
murders were common and drunken cowboys riding 
up and down the streets shooting their revolvers into 
the windows terrorized the peaceable portion of the 
community. 

The business interests of the town were suffering, 
and finally the city administration took up the matter 
and considered ways and means, T. C. Henry was 
mayor, and A. A, 
Hurd, now at the head 
of the Western law de 
partment of the Santa 
Fe Railroad Company, 
was city attorney. They 
sent to St. Louls and 
asked the chief of police 
to send them two of his 
best policemen, 

The officers came and 
were invested with all 
powers for the enforce- 
ment of the law. They 
arrived on the afternoon 
train—big, burly fellows, 
in the full glory of their 
blue uniforms. They 
went to the mayor for 
consultation and then 
walked through the bad 
portion of the town. 


the more frightened 
they became. They re- 
turned to the mayor. 

“How do you expect 
us to keep order when 
every man carries a 
gun?” they asked. 

‘**Make them take off 
their guns.”’ 

“But there are a hun- 
dred of them and only 
two of us. They laughed 
the street. We don’t 
want the Job.” 

On the night train 
they returned to St. 
Louis, and the town was 
worse than ever. The 
wickedness went on 
twenty-four hours in the 
day, and the cowboys 
boasted that they owned 
the community. 

It was in the midst of 
this reign of terror that 
the mayor sent for Tom 
Smith. No officer was 
ever asked to undertake 
a larger Job than he 


to control the whole 
wayward element of the 
place single handed. 
Smith was a native of 
New York and during 
the civil war was on tbe 
police force of New York 
city. For some reason— 
he never told why—he 


| was dismissed and he drifted West to White Pine. Nev., 


where he remained for a year during the silver mining 
excitement. 

When the Unica Pacific was being built through 
Wyoming he was marshal of Bear River, Green River 
and Corinne. At Bear River during a riot he was 
severely wounded, getting a load of buckshot in various 
portions of his body. 

This kept him in bed for several months and then he 
went to Fort Wallace and Kit Carson, on the main line 
of the Kansus Pacific. Here he was marsbal and was 
employed by the railroad company to keep order. 

When in Hayes City. one of the tough frontier 
towns, he saved the life of Judge Canfield, one of the 
best known of the District Court judges of early days. 
Canfield was presiding over court in the town and had 
a famous case in which a number of cattlemen were in- 
terested. They threatened to kill him if he decided 
against them, as Canfield had about made up his mind 
todo. He was about to cail out the troops from the 
fort to protect him when some one mentioned Smith. 


Smith was sent for, and stood around town and in the

courtroom for two days. When the decision was ren- 
dered against them the cattlemen had taken the hint 
and did not dare an assault on the coart. 

One more bold than the rest attempted to climb up 
to the rear of the courtroom where he could get a shot 
through the window and then make a retreat to his 
pony, but he was seen by the marshal, who sent a shot 
after bim that laid him up for months. 

While Smith was coming to Abilene the officers built 


a calaboose, but the cowboys razed it to the ground. | 


Then they rebuilt it,and under strong guard put a 
negro init. Later in the night a crowd of the drunken 
cowboys rode into town, tore down the building and 
took the negro away with them. 

Smith looked over the town for a day before he took 
the Job, then in the evening strolled into the mayor’s 
office and said he guessed he would take the office. He 
was asked for his plan of operations and said be had 
none except that he thought he would stop the prac- 
tice of carrying firearms. 

“You can’t do that,” declared the mayor. “They 
have been carrying firearms since the beginning of 
the town.” 

“Bot it is against the ordinance ? ” 

“Yes, of course it is." 

“Then I will stop their carrying firearms,” said 
Smith, quietly. “You see, we could stand guns or 
whiskey, but we can’t stand both. There ain’t no 
chance to stop the whiskey, and we might as well stop 
the guns. Then there will be less danger.” 

That night new copies of the anti-gun ordinance were 
posted around the town, and the next morning Smith 
took the oath of office. Long before he appeared on 
the street the gang was ready for business, and many 
boasted that the man did not live who could make 
them give up their guns. 

Smith was about 5 feet 11 inches high, deep-chested 
and with sinews of steel. He did not seem to be so 
powerful as he was. 

He ate a hearty breakfast and strolled down the 
street. The first person he met was Hank Hawkins, a 
buge cattle puncher from Southern Texas, who had 
made himself obnoxious to the town. As the new 
marshal came in sight 
Hawkins stepped out 
and asked: 

“So you’re the man 
who has come torun the 
town?” 

“No,” replied Smith, 
“but I have been hired 
to keep order, and I am 
going to try to do it the 
best I can.”’ 

Hawkins was openly 
wearing two big navies, 
and, pointing to them, 
he asked: 

“What are you going 
to do about these? ’”’ 

“That is one of the 
laws, and TI will have to 
trouble you for the guns 
right now.” 

“I won't give them up 
to any live man.” 

“T ain't lookin’ for 
trouble,” said the mar- 
shal, his steel-gray eyes 
flashing, “but you will 
obey the ordinance,”’ 

Like a flash he leaped 
forward and landed a 
terrific blow on the fore- 
head of the big Haw- 
kins, who promptly 
measured his length on 
the sidewalk. In the 
twinkling of an eye 
Smith was on top of 
him with the guns in bis 
hands, 

“IT will give you ten 
seconds to start for the 
city limits,” was the 
ruling. 

After a glance at the 
determined face of the 
marshal the cowboy lit 
out for the high grass. 
Smith leisurely pocketed 
the guns and sauntered 
down the street as if he 
had nothing to do. 

Presently he came to 
a saloon where a crowd 
of cowboys were drink- 
ing. To them Smith 
made a little speech : 

“IT am going to have 
order in this town, and 
I want every man to 
obey,’’ he said. “If he 
don’t obey, I will make 
him. I shall treat every 
one fairly. You must 
allgiveup your guns,and they will be taken to the 
mayors office, where you can find them when you 
want to leave town.” 

For & moment there was silence. Then a faro dealer, 
a leader among the sports, spoke up; 

“That is the nerviest act I ever saw. 
Marshal, is my gun.”’ 

He handed it to Smith and all the others followed his 
example. They were glad of a chance to get out of the 
predicament at the least possible loss of self-respect. 

“IT can’t carry them all,” laughed Smith, and soa 
compromise was proposed. 

The saloonkeepers were to be the custodians of the 
weapons, and the cowboys were to leave them off dur- 
ing their stayinthetown. They did it, too, and from 
that time until Smith met death not a gun was carried 
with the knowledge of the marshal. 

Smith was killed while attempting the arrest of a 
murderer three miles northwest of Abilene. Two 
Scotsmen had trouble with an Irishman about some ot 
the latter’s cattle destroying their corn. They killed 
the Irishman and took refuge in their cabin, defying 
the authorities,

The sheriff and his posse went out and did not dare 
£o near enough to the cabin to make the arrest, com- 
ing back to town. Smith volunteered to take two men

the cabin one of the Scotsmen was in the rear chopping 
wood. The other was inside, and be cut loose with a 
gun, firing a shot into Smith's breast. The deputies 
fled, and Smith, with his true nerve, leaped into the 
dark little cabin and had nearly handcuffed the mur- 
derer when the Scotsman outside came with his axe, 
and witb a single blow severed Smith's head from bis 
body. 

The wound from the rifie was of itself mortal, and 
his desperate fight after receiving it showed how un- 
daunted he was. So ended the life of the man who is

said by every one who knew him to have possessed the 
most magnificent courage of any of those who mingled 
with the procession of desperadoes and bad men on the 
plains in the early days. 

His murderers met speedy justice for their deed 
Smith was buried in the littl cemetery, and the cow- 
boys ran the town again with their old vigor and reck- 
lessness. He was followed by Wild Bill Hickok, an- 
other marshal of note on the plains, more theatrical in 
his methods and with a wider fame than Smith, but 
not the former’s equal as a fighter, and possessing not 
half the respect that came to the quieter man. 

It was characteristic of the feeling of the cowboys 
who had been ruled as with a rod of iron that when 
they once gave up they were firm friends of the man 
who had conquered them. One day, long after Smith’s 
death, a gambler took occasion to insult his memory. 
The saloon was in an uproar in a minute, and he was 
called on to take back his words. He did not do it 
quick enough, and was promptly stretched on the floor 
by the strongest man present, while the others cheered 
at the action. 

A short time ago one of the old settlers of that city 
found among bis relics of the cattle trail days a daguer- 
reotype of Smith, probably the only picture he ever 
had taken. This was copied by a photographer of 


: Abilene, and nearly enough copies were sold to build 


the monument to the dead marshal s memory.

GANZEL TALKS ON BASEBALL. 


They were talking about baseball, and veteran Charlie 


Ganzel, who was one of the party, remarked: 

“Myself and my four brothers all broke into the base- 
ball game— Fred, George, Joe, John and me. All have 
played more or leas, but George, John and I are the 
only ones known to baseball fame, and George only 
through Michigan. My oldest brother is now a con- 
tractor in Honolulu, 

“We were brought up in Racine, Wis.,and then went 
to Minneapolis, where I first got into baseball, my posi- 
tion being first base. In 1884 J was with St. Paul as 
first baseman, and in the middle of the season I started 
in to catch. 

“This was mainly due to Elmer Foster, the pitcher. 
They had no one to catch him, and [ broke in with 
him, and after that catching was my home position, 
From St. Paul I went to Philadelphia, but was not sat- 
istied there, although I thought Harry Wright the 
finest man I had ever met. 

“It was in 1889 that I first went to Boston, and I re- 
mained on the team nine years, and despite the fact 


that I have terminated my career as a major leaguer, I | 


have kept my hand in. 

“T suppose I could have remained in baseball fora 
long time after 1 stopped playing, but I had an eye to 
the future and determined it the better course to quit, 
and I have never had any cause to regret it. I play 
ball every summer because [ ike the gameand because 
I need the exercise it gives me. 

“T have also given considerable attention tothe train- 
ing of college teams, having coached the Williams col- 
lege boys for five seasons. 

“IT think the game is easier to-day than it used to be 
twenty years ago on account of the protection afforded 
the ball tossers in the way of gloves, mitts and masks 
and pads. Twenty years ago the pitcher was forty-five 
feet from the home plate, and the pitcher bad a box of 
six feet in which to run. 

“To-day the pitcher has to stand farther back and 
has to remain in his tracks, In those days the in- 
sufficient protection to the gloves caused the hands to 
swell to double their usual size. I used to get a piece of 
beefsteak and put it inside of the glove. This served to 
moisten my bands and served also as a protection. 

“In my opinion, Charley Bennett was the greatest 
catcher who ever put on a glove. Perhaps Buck Ewing 
was more brilliant, but for steadiness, every-day work 
and gameness, Bennett never had an equal, 

**Bennett and J played together for ten years, and our 
intercourse was of the most pleasant description. We 
always had an understanding that if one of us did not 
feel like working the other one would go in. He was 
extremely quiet, but extremely sociable to those who 
knew bim. 

‘Mike Kelly and I were clubmates for five or six sea- 
sons. I have always thought him one of the quickest 
thinkers and workers that ever lived. He was up to 
every point in the game. With all his tricks, Kelly 
would never burt 4 man or stoop to do anything dirty. 
In my opinion no ball player was ever more popular 
or had a larger circle of friends or acquaintances or a 
bigger following. I doubt if any player will ever be so 
universally known as Mike Kelly. 

“There is a story about Kelly that I happen to recall. 
In '86, when Chicago and Detroit were fighting for the 
championship, Kelly was on third and I was catching. 
The ball was fielded to me at the rubber and I had 
Kelly by eight feet. 

“Not being conversant with Kelly’s slide, I waited 
for him to come and was astonished to find that he got

Joe Walcott, the once dreaded “Black 
Demon,” is rapidly getting to the end of his pugillistic 
string. At Baltimore, Md., on June 10, he was knocked 
out in the fourth round by Young Peter Jackson, but 
there were many good judges at the ringside who be- 
lieve Walcott quit in a cold-blooded fashion, unable to 
withstand the punishment he was getting. The blow 
that made the demon hunt the Sycamore was a terrific 
right-hand smash to the pit of the stomach. He as- 
serted that he was hit below the belt, but his protest of 
foul was not allowed. 

From the start it could be seen that Jackson did not 
intend to play for his adversary’s head, but would de- 
pend on body blows to defeatthe champion, Peter as- 
sumed a crouching position, and, bringing both arms 
together, he completely covered his head and body, 

This defence greatly puzzled the Barbados wonder, 
and being unable to break through it he hit Jackson 
time and again back of the neck to make Peter 
straighten up, but Jackson simply laughed and in the 
clinches would pound Joe unmercifully in the stomach. 

Walcott did not take kindly to this punishment, and 
wanted to quitin the middle of the third round, and 
also at the beginning of the fourth, but was persuaded 
to keep on. 

After a little over two minvtes of fighting in the 
fourth, Jackson sent in the knockout blow to the 
stomach. Walcott went sprawling on the floor, bis 
arms hanging outside the ropes, and was counted out. 
Two minutes after Referee O’Hara had given his de- 
cision Walcott was Jumping about the ring, protesting 
to everyone that he had been fouled, but the spectators 
only laugbed and said that “Joe wouldn’t do any 
more.”’

After the Kid went through that 
six-round tapping performance with Jack O’Brien he 
swelled up and talked of stumping the country seeking 
fight. His first victim, he contemplated, would be old 
man Fitz, whom he has been dodging for years, but 
the latter’s eagerness to consummatea match evidently 
made McCoy think less of his chances, and he passed 
it up. 

Fitz, however, has donned his fighting rags and is 
looking fora match with any of his available rivals. 
He, too, has begun active training down at his Benson- 
burst home. Negotiations are now going on for a 
match with Gus Rublin, the Akron Giant. It is ex- 
pected that the match will be clinched in a few days. 
If Rublin does not get a chance at Fitzsimmons, the 
latter will find a willing opponentin Marvin Hart, who 
recently gaveGus Rublin such an interesting fight in 
Baltimore. 

Jack McCormick, manager of Hart, says that he has 
just accepted an offer from the Waverley A. C.,, ot 
Chicago, to meet Fitzsimmons in a six-round bout. He 
says that it is now up to Fitzsimmons to sign articles. 
Hart has aspirations for the heavyweight champion- 
ship, and by defeating Fitzsimmons he believes his way 
would be clear toa match for the championship with 
Jefiries. 


Perhaps the greatest pugilistic disappoint- 
ment of the year is Martin Canole, the Fall River, 
Masas., lightweight, whom every fistic critic in the 
country believed would one day wear the title of cham- 
pion. He had the misfortune recently to run afoul of 
‘Battling’ Nelson, and the latter nipped Canole’s 
aspirations after a long fight. In commenting upon 
that remarkable encounter a San Francisco expert said: 

“When clever Martin Canole boxed Britt at Colma 
last winter, the old-timers pronounced him a second 
Dempsey. There was something at once stylish and 
dashing about his erect pose and clean cut way of send- 
ing in his punches. The fact that Britt wore him down 
and turned the tables completely after a punishing en 
counter was not regarded as a permanent setback for 
the Fall River lightweight. 

“Excuses were loud for him on the score that he 
lacked experience and was unused to twenty-tive-round 
journeys, and it was freely predicted that Canole would 
be heard from again. He was spoken of as a reminder 
of the old days, and sports who are old enough to be- 
come reminiscent held that in pugilism, as in other 
things, the old way is the best. 

“Tt almost looks now, though, as if Canole bas been 
born a generation too late. When he met Battling 

Nelson a week or 80 ago, he started out in the same 
free milling way he did in his go with Britt, but he had 
to succumb to Nelson's slow but sure methods in the 
eighteentb round.”

New York Giants Grack Twirler Gives 
Some Pitching Hints.

“Tron Man” McGinnity is the name of one individual 
for whom baseball enthusiasts all over the land have a 
great deal of admiration. He isthe New York Giants 
crack pitcher, and that he is entitled to that distinction 
is borne out by the great record he has made thus far 
this season. Up to June 10 he had pitched thirteen 
games, twelve of them resulted in victories for his 
team and the other was a tie. 

Before going into the “Iron Man’s” analysis of his 
work it might be well to mention that he secured bis 
sobriquet through bis stamina. On three occasions

last season he pitched two games each day for the 
Giants, and won every game. That was something no 
other pitcher had ever done. There have been pitchers 
who have pitched two games in a day, but they were 
no good the next day. McGinnity was just as fresh 
and lively the next day. 

“I believe McGinnity could pitch thirty straight 
innings without rest or relief,’ said Manager Jobn Mc- 
Graw in speaking of his star twirler. 

“How do I do it? Well, I’m a pitcher. That’s my 
business. I’ve made a study of it a good many years 
and now [ think I know something about it—although 
I am learning more every minute.” 

That was the answer “Iron Man” Joe McGinnity 
gave tothe question of how it is that he can win so 
many games for the Giants. 

Here are the rules laid down by Joe McGinnity for 
pitching ball: 

“Don’t drink! Put that in italics and think of it 

every minute. When you want to drink—if it’s only 
| beer—eatan apple. Don’t go with men who are likely 

to ask you todrink. An ordinary pitcher can last sev- 
eral seasons if he leaves drink alone. That is the most 
important rule in pitching baseball. You can’t make 
that too strong. 

“The second lesson consists of work. A man must 
work or he will not amount to anything. I get out 
here on the field every morning we areintown. Iam 

| here at 9 o’clock, and I work steadily until the game is 
called at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. I pitch to Warner 
and Bowerman. We study out new balls. We try bat- 
ters without letting them know what we are doing. 
We frame up elaborate but accurate systems of 
signals. In this mannerI am able to tell the position 
of every man on the field by the sign the catcher 
gives me. 

“The third lesson is in team work. Every man on 





the team—not the pitcher alone—must take that les- 


son. There must be no individual playing. One man 


can lose any game by trying to be a star. You must 


keep your eye on the pennant all the time. Team work 
largely depends on the pitcher.
